Builder of Many Western Railroads and 


Military Governor of Part of Mis- 
souri During Civil War. 


Colonel J. T. K. Hayward, who assisted in 
building many Western railroads, died in this 
city yesterday at his residence, 882 Wilson 
avenue. He was born in Plainfield, Mass., 
on Oct. 17, 1819. He went to Missouri in 
1857 and completed the Hannibal] and St. 
Joseph railroad, of which he became General 
Manager. During the civil war this line was 
of great value to the goyerrment, but to keep 
it open northern Missouri was placed under 
martial law, and Colonel Hayward received 
his commission when he was placed in com- 
mand of a large part of the district. 

After the war he assisted in building the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, the St. Louis 
and Hannibal, the St. s, Keokuk and 
Northwestern, and the M uri, Kansas and 
Eastern railroads.

ful salesman must possess. Once convincea 
man that you sincerely sympathize with his | . 
difficulties and are sincerely anxious to help 
him and more than half the battle is won | 
either for the preacher or the salesman. 

But @ man must be sincere before he can 
be sympathetic. 

Sincerity also covers that thorough know!l- 
edge of his business which the great major- 
ity of salesmen lack, because no man can be 
sincerely enthusiastic about his goods unless 
he knows all about them. He should study 
his line as carefully and as thoroughly as a 
preacher studies his Bible, so that he may be 
ready with suggestions and not be confound- 
ed by the first simple objection made by 6 


best salesmen I know have gone so far'as 
to write out exactly what they want to 
gay to a customer and commit it to memory. 
To some people this may seem like a parrot- 
like performance, but it doesn't work 
way in practice. At any rate, every sales- | 
man would find it a good plan to write out 
his argument in the etrongest way 
and then, if he does not memorize it, at least 
7a his mind the main points 


about that Ina minute. Just now I want to 
show you exactly how this gas engine or 
typewriter or automobile works,’ and goes 
ahead with his argument. If he stops to 
anewer every objection at the time it is 
made he loses all the cumulative effect of his 
argument and quite possibly arouses a spirit 
of antagonism in the mind of his customer 
which no amount of argument will remove. 
If he puts off the customer with the proper 
kind of an answer it is more than probable 
that by the time he has completed his argu- 
ment the customer will have forgotten his 
objections and the salesman will not be 
obliged to answer them atall. At any rate 
the customer will have all the strong points 
of the goods in his mind when the argument 
is completed, and minor objections will not 
then look so large to him. 

To go back to the analogy with a preacher 
it is plain that if a sermon was broken up 
by frequent interruptions and explanations 
it would lose most of its force, and it is cer- 
tainly true that when a minister has a 
“ question box ”’ he takes it up at the con- 
clusion of his sermon. 

So thoroughly do expert salesmen realize 
that they are engaged in one of the learned 
professions that I have known some of the 
most successful men in New York and else- 
where to take special courses in psychology, 
in logic, and even in elocution in order to 
prepare themselves for still greater suc- 
cesses. Several gfeat firms which employ 
only experts have regular training schools 
for the men they employ to sell their goods 
in which these men spend sometimes months 
before they are allowed to go out into the 
field at all. These schools have regular text 
books prepared for their students, and expert 
professors of p are employed to 
lecture to them and to put them through 
practical demonstrations of their ability or 
lack of it. 

Before long I expect to see the work regu- 
larly taken up by the more enterprising of 
the great universities and courses in sales- 
manship established. Some day the letters 
B. 8S. after a man’s name may stand for 
Bachelor of Salesmanship as well as of sci-
